CHAPTER 395.

AN ACT to amend section 4045, of chapter 175,
of the revised statutes of 1878, entitled, “of ap-
peals and miscellaneous provisions.”

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SEcTION 1. Section 4045, is hereby amended, by Amerding sec.
striking out the words, “court shall by order di- **®*&
rect,” in line three, and inserting in lieu thereof,

‘“attorney, admlnlstrator executor, guardian or
parties interested may select or designate,” so
that such section, when so amended, shall read as
foliows: Section 4045. In all matters and pro- y,yces now
ceedings in the county court requiring notice, by published.
Eublication in a newspaper, the publication shall

e made in such newspaper as the attorney, ¢x-
ecutor, administrator, guardian or parties inter-
ested may select or designate, but the same shall
be a newspaper published in the county, if any;
if no newspaper is published in the county, such
publication may be made in any other newspaper
published in this state, as the court shall by order
direct; and the time of publication shall be as
requn'ed by law, or if not fixed by law as directed
by the court.

SecrioN 2.  Any officer of any court neglecting pyyqy.
or refusing to carry out the provisions of this act,
shall, upon conviction thereof be deemed guilty of
a misdemeanor and punished by a fine of not
less than fifty dollars for each and every offense.

SEcTION 3. Allacts or parts of acts interfering mepeal
w1t}1 dtbe provisions of this act are hereby re-
peale

SecrioN 4. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
